LUMINOUS INSECTS. 


How They Are Robbed of Their Radiance 
: and Utilized by Birds. 

Essential to man as a cosmopolite, his 
earthly pre-eminence rests on the exclusive 
use of fire, says the New York Ledger. 
Withholding it from brutes was essential to 
his rule over them. Did they possess the 
power to elicit it, enraged by his tyranny, 
they would set and keep the world in 
flames. His superiority would wane, and 
his tenure on earth be uncertain and inse- 
cure. To:prevent this, special provision 
has been made. Animals fiy from fire—a 
dread of it is implanted in their natures, 
Those that prey in the night are compelled 
by a law of their organization to avoid it; 
for when dazzled by the blaze ofa torch, the 
contraction of their pupils amounts in some 
species to blindness, _ in all the sight is 
affected. 

Hence, though sone ae the lower tribes 
surpass man in physical energies, speed, 
flight,-duration of life, minuteness and mag 
nitude of their works, happily none can 
strike fire, nor fan it into flame. Stilllights 
in the night were not withheld wholly from 
the lower tribes For those that required 
them, a special illuminating element was 
provided. There are some that surpass in 
numbers the human species, of which every 
individual. carries a torch that rivals in 
brilliance the best of our candles, the ma- 
terials for which they have the power to 
secrete. Glow-worms and fire-flies are fa- 
miliar examples. In/tropical climes various 
luminous insects are attached to female 
head-dresses. They are used also as lamps. 
We have read fine print in a. dark room by 
| the light of two Long [sland fire-tiies in a 
tumbler. But man was not the first to rob 
these living gems of their liberty and radi- 
ance. There are birds that seize and sus- 
pend them as chandeliers for their dwell- 
ings. The bottle-nested sparrow, or baya, 
is one of the kidnapers. Its nest is closely 
' woven like cloth in the form of an inverted 
bottle, with the entrance at the orifice of 
the neck.

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ANNUAL SIN-CLEANING. 


An Astonishing Ceremony Wit- 
nessed in Northern Mexico. 


A Young Greaser Scourged with Cactus 
‘Spikes—Faith That Sustains Penitents 
Through Great Torture—Atone- 
ment for the Sins of Many. 

‘Any one who has eyer been on the cat- 
tle trailin Texas or New Mexico has seen 
many illustrations of the profound fear and 
religious faith of the Mexican cowboys,”’ 
said C. P. Horton, proprietor of the Loupas 
cattle ranch in New Mexico, toa New York 
Sun reporter. ‘The lacération of their 
flesh with thorny cactus in time of danger 
or trouble, as a penance for their sins, is a 


common act among them, and many is the | 


herd of cattle that has suffered enormous 
loss through Mexicans in charge of them at- 
“taching more importance to their barbarous 
atonement for past wickedness than they 
6 the cattle tis--tteete ested ‘F once 
knew a herd of 3,500 cattle to be stampeded 
ina thunder-storm because the Mexicans 
who were trailing them were afraid of 
thunder and lightning, and threw them- 
selves from their horses, stripped them- 
selves, and lashed their naked bodies with 
cactus as a propitiation of the elements, 
while the herd rushed wildly away in all 
directions and hundreds were lost. 

“It is not an uncommon thing for Mexican 
cowboys to stop on the trail to punish them- 
selves for their sins. «Frequently their 
cries while giving themselves the thorny 
flagellation cause a disastrous stampede of 
the cattle they have been entrusted with. 
Lhave manyatime seen these Mexicans 
walk barefooted for rods over patches of 
cactus spikes, while a companion followed 
and lashed their naked backs with the 
same thorny plant—the tormidable cane 
cactus. Once I was in atown in Northern 
Mexico and witnessed an astonishing exhi- 
bition. 

“fT had a friend down there who was look- 
ing after the interests of a mining com- 
pany, and as I had been asked t go into the 
concern, I went downto look the ground 
over. I arrived in the place on Friday—just 
a year ago last Good Friday. 

‘““*You’re just in time,’ exclaimed my 
friend when we met. ‘They’re going to give 
this community its annual sin-cleaning by 
lashing a@ greaser till you can’t tell him 
from aside of dressed beef, and we'll go 
see ’em do it.’ 

“He then explained to me that on every 
Good Friday at least one Mexican in the 
parish had to submit to public flagellation 
with cane cactus, as a penance not only 
for his sins for whe year past, but for those 
of the community in general. I accompanied 
my friend to see chow an official flagellation 
was conducted. 

“We went first to the church, which was 
an ancient one. In the altar stood a young 
Mexican stripped to the waist. The priest 
Was saying prayers over him, and all the 
people were kneeling and telling their 
beads. 

“*That’s a chap they call Bad Lopez,’ 
whispered my friend. ‘He has evidently 
beaten the record for wickedness this year, 
and will get the tickler.’ 

“The ceremonies at the church were soon 
over. Then Bad Lopez took up a heavy 
cross that lay near the altar, threwit across 
his shoulder, and followed the priest out of 
the church. The cross was made of timber 
eight inches square. It was not less than 
eight feet long, with cross arms in propor- 
tion. Lopez bent under its weight. The 
people in the church followed Lopez. The 
procession marched nearly half a mile, and 
tlieMexicancouldn’t havecarried that heavy 
cross another rod. But the destination had 
been reached. Across had been raised on 
the spot, and around this Lopez walked 
once and laid his cross on the ground. The 
crowd surrounded the standing cross. Two 
stout Mexicans stepped forward. Each had 
in his hand a stalk of cane cactus. A stalk 
of cane cactus is about four feet long. A 
man can just nicely reach around its butt 
and getafirm holdofit. Thestalk tapers toa 
point, and has numerous branches, four or 
fiveinches long. Stalk and branches are 
covered with thousands of needle-like 
thorns. These are an inch long and as 
poisonous as a bee-stinger. Every wound 
made by one of these spikes is bound to 
swell and fester and itch worse than nettles. 

“It was with one of these encouraging 
weapons that each of Lopez’s scourgers was 
armed. They were apparently anxious to 
purify that parish without delay, for they 
did not hesitate a moment when they 
stepped from the crowd, but started right 
in to threshing the young Mexican’s bare 
back as if they were simply rattling out a 
floor of grain. Around and around that 
cross Lopez marched, his flagellators at his 
heels, and wielding their frightful weapons 
with vigor and regularity, while the spec- 
tators chanted a weird and discordant 
hymn. At the first blow of the cactus the 
Mexican’s back was lacerated as if it had 
been cut by lances, and the blood ran down 
in streams. A visible tremor shook his 
frame, and he drew himself down convul- 
sively under the pain of the first blow, but 
notasound escaped his lips. The poison 
spikes were pounded into his flesh as long 
as there were any branches to the cactus 
stalk. By the time the terrible scourgers 
were worn out there was not a spot of 
whole skin or untorn flesh from the Mexi- 
can’s shoulders to his waist. Scores of the 
thorns had broken off in the flesh, and pro- 
truded from the lacerated mass like porcu- 
pine quills. 

“As soon as the merciless beating was 
over, Lopez was marched back again to the 
church. Atthe church doora smooth bar 
of wood was passed over his mangled back 
from the shoulders down, to remove such 
of the spikes and adhering sections of the 
cactus as would come off with the scraping. 
Those, with other bits of cactus that the 
spectators had picked up around the cross, 
were thrown on the ground in front of the 
church door, and over these Lopez walked 
in his bare feet, to and fro several times. 
Then the sacrifice was over. The Mexican 
had atoned for a whole parish’s sins and his 
friends took him home. | don’t know 


whether he ever got wellor not, but Iwas | 


told that it was a common thing for the vic- 
tims of these tlagellations to be six months 
recovering from the effects of the punish- 
ment and that once in awhile one died.”

The other day the Treasury Department 
issued a circular proposing to ship free of

of these coms and how ft happens that the | 


Government can ship them at par value and 
pay express charges upon them. 

The story of the nickel is an interesting 
one, says the New York Star. Very few 
people in this country imagine how much 
profit Uncle Sam makes out of the stamp- 
ing of these small coins. The actual cost 
of a nickel to the Government is not much 
more than three-quarters of a cent. For- 
merly the metal was fixed, planned and pre- 
pared for use in the National work-shops 


at the various mints, but now the metal is | 


purchased and prepared by outsiders under 
contract. All the Government does now is 
to put its stamp upon the blanks and than 
gather in its profit on their circulation. 

The total amount of these coins issued in 

a year will average about $600,000, and as 
very few of them ever return to plague the 
Government, the actual profit to the Na- 
tional Treasury can be easily calculated. 
Nickels and pennies are, of course, redeem- 
able by the Treasury in other money when 
a demand is made, but this occurs only oc- 
casionally, and then the coins are sent to 
the mint, cleaned up and sent into circula- 
tion again. 

It is about the same story in reference 
to pennies. The Government buys the 


metal out of which they are made ready 


for use and pays so mucha pound for it, 
when itis cut and prepared for stamping. 
Then'the mint. puts the legal mark upon 


the coins and they are turned out by the | 
million. “What do they cost? Well, every | 
cent that is coined brings in a profit of 


three-quarters-of a cent to the Govern- 
ment. More pennies than nickels are re- 
turned to the Treasury in exchange for 


other money, but they are sent promptly to | |

rapidly as a dollar bill. 

But there is still another source of profit 
to the Governmentin the issuing of these 
small coins. One of the most expert of 
men at the Sub-Treasury in Wall street de- 
clared a day or two since that there are 
stillin existence somewhere, floating about 
the country, bunched up in old stockings or 
in the hands of curiosity. collectors, over 
100,000,000 of the old-fashioned copper 
cents, about 20,000,000 of copper-nickel 
cents, nearly 500,000,000 of the present 
issue of bronze pennies, 25,000,000 of nickel 
3-cent pieces and about 200,000,000 of nickel 
5-cent pieces. The total value of these out- 
standing minor coins is, putin round num- 
bers, $120,000,000, and every dollar of this 
is absolute profit tothe Government. 

The coinage of silver pieces is done main- 
ly by the National mints, and, strange to 
say, there is more profit in the work than 
any thing else that the mint does. Under 
the present law the Treasury is required to 
buy and coin at least $2,000,000 worth of 
silver into dollars. This #2,000,000 worth of 
silver makes nearly 62,250,000, so that the 
profit on the monthly purchase and coin- 
age of silver dollars is fully $750,000. So 
the profit on thesilver dollars, you see, is 
about $9,000,000 a year or more, and adding 
to it the profit on the pennies and nickels 
brings 1t up to near/y 210,000,U0U, Of course, 
there must be taken out of that the expen- 
ses of the mint, but they are a comparative- 
ly small sum. 

The process of coining siiver pieces is an 
interesting one, and is the same _ practically 
for dimes and fordollars. The silver bull- 
ion is first meited and run into bars. These 
in turn are run through immense rollers 
and flattened out to the thickness of the 
coin. These silver strips are then passed 
through a machine which cuts them into 
the proper size for the presses, the strips 
first having been treated with a kind of tal- 
low to -prevent their being scratched in 
their passage through the cutters. The 
silver pieces are then put into the feeder of 
the printing presses, and are fed to the die 
by “automatic machinery. As the smooth 
pieces are pressed between the ponderous 
printing dies they receive the lettered and 
figured impression in a manner similar to 
that of paper pressed upon a form of type; 
at'the same time the piece is expanded in a 
slight «degree and the small corrugations 
are cutinto its rim. The machive drops 
the completed coin into a receiver and it is 
ready for the counter’s hand. 

The-instrument used by the counter is 
not. a complicated machine by any means, 
as one might suppose. It is a simple cop- 
per-covered tray, having raised ridges run- 
ning across its surface at a distance apart 
thé exact width of adime. From the receiver 
the money is dumped on to this board or 
tray, and as it is shaken rapidly by the 
counter, the pieces settle down into the 
spaces between the ridges. All these spaces 
being filled, the surpius is brushed back 
into the receiver, and the counter has ex- 
actly 1,250 dimes, $125, on this tray, which 
number is required to fill the spaces. The 
tray is then emptied into boxes, and the 
money is ready for shipment. 

The dime does ‘not..pass through the 
weigher’s hands, as does the coin of alarger 

enomination. One and one-half grains 
is allowed for variation or ‘‘tolerance” in 
all silver coins from one dollar down, and 
the deviation from the standard in the ten- 
cent pieces is so triflin 
weighing coins of this’ 
pensed with.

AN INTER-STATE EPISODE. 


The Historical Situation That Gave Rise 
to a Proverbial Saying.

On one never-to-be-forgotten day the two 
Governors met in the magnificent mansion 
of the Governor of North Carolina, at Ra 
leigh. The Governor of South Carolina was 
travel-worn, hungry, thirsty and tired. Az 
last they stood face to face, the most im- 
pressive moment in the history of North 
Carolina. Fora minute neither great man 
spoke. Then the Governor of North Caro- 
lina, extending his right hand, and placing 
the index finger of his left hand upon the 
side of his nose, gazed in the eve of his foe 
and said:
